ABBREVIATIONS 


This publication presents information about the educational attainment and recent 
participation in education of persons aged 15 to 64 years, especially in relation to their 


labour force status. 


Statistics in this publication were collected in May 2001 as a supplement to the Australian 


Bureau of Statistics monthly Labour Force Survey. 


Information collected in the survey includes participation in education in previous year, 
and in survey month; labour force characteristics; type of educational institution; level of 
education of current and previous study; educational attainment; unmet demand for 


education in current year; and characteristics of apprentices. 


Previously this publication was titled Transition from Education to Work, Australia 
(Cat. no. 6227.0). 


The Australian Standard Classification of Education (ASCED) (Cat. no. 1272.0) was 
introduced into ABS collections in 2001. It replaces a number of education classifications 
used prior to 2001 for data from the various sectors of the Australian education system, 
including the Australian Bureau of Statistics Classification of Qualifications (ABSCQ). 
ASCED comprises two classifications: Level of Education and Field of Education. For 


further details, see the Explanatory Notes section. 


As estimates have been rounded, discrepancies may occur between sums of the 


component items and totals.

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MAIN FEATURES 
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ATTENDANCE In May 2001 there were 2,311,100 persons aged 15 to 64 years enrolled in a course of 
study, representing 18% of all persons in this age range. Of all persons aged 15 to 64 
years, 17% (2,189,800) were enrolled in a course of study leading to a qualification, while 


121,300 were enrolled in courses not leading to a qualification. 


Of those persons enrolled in a course of study, 841,800 (36%) were attending a Higher 
education institution, 700,800 (30%) were at school, 536,700 (23%) were at Technical 
and Further Education institutions (TAFE) and 231,800 (10%) were at other educational 


institutions. 


The number of females enrolled in a course of study (1,187,400) was marginally higher 
than the number of males (1,123,700). 


Of those persons enrolled in a course of study in May 2001, 45% were aged 15 to 


19 years, and 62% attending study full-time. 


Of the 2,189,800 persons enrolled for a qualification, more than one in four (27%) were 
studying for a Bachelor degree. Of this group, 45% were aged between 20 and 24 years, 


while a further 27% were aged between 15 and 19 years. 


Other than Mixed field programmes, which includes persons studying for Year 12 or 
below, the most commonly reported main field of education of current study for persons 
enrolled for a qualification was Management and commerce (16%), followed by Society 
and culture (12%). 


EDUCATIONAL Almost one-third (31%) of the 12,788,300 persons aged 15 to 64 years reported their 
ATTAINMENT highest level of education as being Year 10 and below. The highest level of education of 
a further 20% was Year 12, 14% had a Certificate III or IV, and 12% had a Bachelor 


degree. 


Just under one-third (32%) of all persons with a Bachelor degree or higher were aged 25 
to 34 years, while just over one-quarter (26%) were aged between 35 and 44 years. One 
in five (20%) persons with a highest level of educational attainment of Year 12 and below 


were aged between 35 and 44 years. 


Excluding those persons aged 15 to 64 years whose highest level of educational 
attainment was Year 12 and below, the most commonly reported main fields of 
education were Engineering and related technologies (9%), and Management and 


commerce (7%). 


Persons whose highest level of educational attainment was a Bachelor degree or higher 
were more likely to be employed than those whose highest attainment was Year 12 and 
below (85% compared to 62%). 


STARTING A COURSE OF In the 12 months to May 2001, there were 373,300 persons who started a course of study 

STUDY leading to a qualification. Of this group, 30% were aged between 25 and 34 years and a 
further 26% were aged 20 to 24 years. More than half (54%) of these starters were 
female, while two-thirds (67%) were employed. Most (63%) of these employed starters 


worked full-time. 
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MAIN FEATURES continued 
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LEAVING A COURSE OF In the period January 2000 to May 2001, there were 871,400 persons who left a course of 

STUDY study leading to a qualification. Of this group, 23% were aged between 25 and 34 years 
and a further 23% were aged 20 to 24 years. Most (81%) of these leavers were employed 
in May 2001, and three-quarters (75%) of these employed leavers worked full-time. Just 


over half (52%) of all leavers were female. 


APPRENTICES There were 135,400 apprentices in May 2001, a slight fall (2%) from the 138,200 reported 
in May 2000. The majority of these apprentices were in the Construction, and Wholesale 


and retail trade industries (30% and 23% respectively).

INTRODUCTION 1‘ The statistics in this publication were compiled from data collected in the 
Survey of Education and Work (SEW) that was conducted throughout Australia in 
May 2001 as a supplement to the monthly Labour Force Survey (LFS). 
Respondents to the LFS who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked further questions. 


2 The additional output from the supplementary survey provides a range of 
key indicators relating to the educational participation and attainment of the 
population aged 15-64 years along with data on people's transition between 
education and work. The annual time series allows for ongoing monitoring and 
provides a link with the more detailed range of educational indicators available 
from the four yearly Surveys of Education and Training. Specifically, the 
supplementary survey provides information on: people presently participating in 
education; levels of educational attainment, including highest and most recent 
educational attainment; characteristics of people's transition between education 
and work; and data on apprentices. 


3 From April 2001 the LFS has been conducted using a redesigned 
questionnaire containing additional questions and some minor definitional 
changes. These changes also affect the supplementary surveys. For further 
details, see Information Paper: Implementing the Redesigned Labour Force 
Survey Questionnaire (Cat. no. 6295.0) and Information Paper: Questionnaires 
Used in the Labour Force Survey (Cat. no. 6232.0). 


SCOPE 4 The scope of this supplementary survey was restricted to persons aged 
15-64 and excluded the following persons: 
= members of the permanent defence forces; 
= certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, customarily excluded 
from census and estimated populations; 
= overseas residents in Australia, 
= members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants); 
m™ persons permanently unable to work; 
= patients in hospitals and sanatoriums; and 


= inmates of reformatories, gaols, etc. 


5 The survey was conducted in both urban and rural areas in all States and 
Territories, but excluded 80,000 persons living in remote and sparsely settled 
parts of Australia who would otherwise have been within the scope of the survey. 
The exclusion of these persons will have only a minor impact on any aggregate 
estimates that are produced for individual States and Territories, except in the 
Northern Territory where the distribution of characteristics may be affected due 
to the relatively small population. Approximately 19,200 boarding school pupils 
aged 15 years or more were included in the survey. However, limited information 
was collected for these students, in particular, details are not available for country 
of birth or level of school study. 


COVERAGE 6 In the LFS, coverage rules are applied which aim to ensure that each 
person is associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See Labour Force, Australia (Cat. no. 6203.0) for more details. 


DEFINITIONS 7 Detailed definitions of labour force, and demographic classifications 
appearing in this publication, are given in Labour Force, Australia 
(Cat. no. 6203.0). 


8 Definitions of level and main field of education appearing in this 
publication are from the Australian Standard Classification of Education 
(ASCED), 2001 (Cat. no. 1272.0.).

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DEFINITIONS continued 9 Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced in this publication 
relate to the week before the interview (i.e. the reference week). 


CLASSIFICATION OF 10 = In 2001, the ABS Standard Classification of Qualifications (ABSCQ) 

EDUCATION (Cat no. 1262.0) was replaced by the Australian Standard Classification of 
Education (ASCED) (Cat. no. 1272.0). The ASCED is a new national standard 
classification which can be applied to all sectors of the Australian education 
system including schools, Vocational Education and Training and Higher 
Education. It replaces a number of classifications previously used in 
administrative and statistical systems, including the ABSCQ. The ASCED 
comprises two classifications: Level of Education and Field of Education. 


11 = The structure of ASCED Level of Education has three levels: 
= broad level; 
= narrow level; and 


= detailed level. 


12 Level of Education is defined as a function of the quality and quantity of 
learning involved in an educational activity. There are nine broad levels, 

15 narrow levels and 64 detailed levels. For definitions of these levels see the 
Australian Standard Classification of Education (ASCED), 2001 

(Cat. no. 1272.0). 


13. The relationship between categories in the Level of Education classification 
should be essentially ordinal. In other words, educational activities at 

Broad Level 1 Postgraduate Degree should be at a higher level than those at the 
Broad Level 2 Graduate Diploma and Graduate Certificate and so on. However, 
when this idea is applied to the reality of educational provision in Australia, it is 
not always possible to assert that an ordinal relationship exists among the various 
levels of education. 


14 = This is particularly evident in the case of the relationship between 
Certificates I-IV in Broad Level 5 Certificate Level, and School Education included 
in Broad Level 6 Secondary Education. In this instance, the level of education 
associated with secondary education may range from satisfying the entry 
requirements for admission to a university degree course, to the completion of 
units in basic literacy, numeracy and life skills. Educational activity in these 
categories may therefore be of an equal, higher or lower level than Certificates 
found in Broad Level 5, Certificate Level. 


15 Level of Highest Educational Attainment can be derived when questions on 
Highest Year of School Completed and Level of Highest Non-school Qualification 
are asked, and there is a requirement for a single measure of attainment rather 
than data items representing responses to both of these questions. The 
derivation process determines which of the 'non-school' or 'school' attainments 
will be regarded as the higher. Usually the higher ranking attainment will be 
self-evident but in some cases some Secondary Education is regarded, for the 
purposes of obtaining a single measure, as higher than some Certificate level 


attainments. 


16 = The following decision table is used to determine which of the responses 
to questions on Highest Year of School Completed and Level of Highest 
Non-school Qualification which have been coded to Broad ASCED Level of 
Education 5 and 6 will be regarded as the highest. It is emphasised that this table 
is solely for the purpose of obtaining a single value for the output variable Level 
of Highest Educational Attainment and is not intended to convey any other 
ordinality.

It does not 


represent any basis for comparison between differing qualifications. For 


example, a person who responded to the Standard Question Module for Highest 


Year of School Completed with "Year 12", and who also indicated that their Level 


of Highest Non-school Educational Attainment was "Certificate III" would have 
those responses crosschecked on the decision table and would as a result have 


their Level of Highest Educational Attainment output as "Certificate III". For most 


statistical purposes, this is a more useful outcome. However, if their response to 


Level of Highest Non-school Educational Attainment had been "Certificate", it 


would be crosschecked against "Year 12" on the decision table as "Certificate not 


further defined" and the output would be "Year 12". Neither result implies that 


one qualification is 'higher' than the other.

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CLASSIFICATION OF 21 == Industry data have been classified according to the Australian and New 

INDUSTRY Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC), a detailed description of 
which appears in Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC), 1993 (Cat. no. 1292.0). ANZSIC classifies businesses 
according to their economic activities, in a structure consisting of four levels 


(Division, Subdivision, Group and Class). 


CLASSIFICATION OF 22 Occupation data have been classified according to the Australian Standard 

OCCUPATION Classification of Occupations (ASCO), a detailed description of which appears in 
Australian Standard Classification of Occupations, Second Edition (Cat. no. 
1220.0). ASCO is a skill-based classification of occupations. However, a new 
hierarchical level, the Sub-Major Group, has been added to the previous Major 
Group, Minor Group, Unit Group and Occupation levels. Survey data are coded 
to the Unit Group level, as was the practice under ASCO First Edition. 


ESTIMATION PROCEDURE 23 Estimates are derived by use of a ratio estimation procedure which ensures 
that the estimates conform to an independently estimated distribution of the 
population for each capital city and remainder of State by age, sex and labour 
force status, rather than to the corresponding distribution within the sample 
itself. 


24 = Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling and non-sampling

1 Since the estimates in this publication are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, 
that is, they may differ from those that would have been produced if all dwellings 
had been included in the survey. One measure of the likely difference is given by 
the standard error (SE), which indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings was included. There 
are about two chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less than one 
SE from the number that would have been obtained if all dwellings had been 
included, and about 19 chances in 20 that the difference will be less than two SEs. 
Another measure of the likely difference is the relative standard error (RSE), 
which is obtained by expressing the SE as a percentage of the estimate. 


2 Due to space limitations, it is impractical to print the SE of each estimate in 
the publication. Instead, a table of SEs is provided to enable readers to determine 
the SE for an estimate from the size of that estimate (see table T1). The SE table 
is derived from a mathematical model, referred to as the "SE model", which is 
created using data from a number of past Labour Force Surveys. It should be 
noted that the SE model only gives an approximate value for the SE for any 
particular estimate, since there is some minor variation between SEs for different 


estimates of the same size. 


3 Anexample of the calculation and the use of SEs in relation to estimates of 
persons is as follows. Table 3 shows the estimated number of females enrolled to 
study for a bachelor degree was 320,400. Since this estimate is between 300,000 
and 500,000, table T1 shows that the SE for Australia will lie between 7,650 and 
9,300 and can be approximated by interpolation using the following general

4 Therefore, there are about two chances in three that the value that would 
have been produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey will fall 
within the range 312,600 to 328,200 and about 19 chances in 20 that the value 
will fall within the range 304,800 to 336,000.

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5 In general, the size of the SE increases as the size of the estimate increases. 
Conversely, the RSE decreases as the size of the estimate increases. Very small 
estimates are thus subject to such high RSEs so that their value for most practical 
purposes is unreliable. In the tables in this publication, only estimates with RSEs 
of 25% or less are considered reliable for most purposes. Estimates with RSEs 
greater than 25% but less than or equal to 50% are preceded by an aterisk 

(e.g. *3.4) to indicate they are subject to high SEs and should be used with 
caution. Estimates with RSEs of greater than 50%, preceded by a double asterisk 
(e.g. **0.3), are considered too unreliable for general use and should only be 
used to aggregate with other estimates to provide derived estimates with RSEs of 
less than 25%.

7 Considering the example from the previous page, the 320,400 females 
enrolled to study for a bachelor degree, represent 29% of the 1,108,400 females 
currently enrolled for a qualification. The SE of 320,400 was calculated previously 
as 7,800. To convert this to a RSE we express the SE as a percentage of the 
estimate, so the RSE is 7,800/320,400 = 2.4%. The SE for 1,108,400 may be 
calculated by interpolation as 12,600, which converted to a RSE is 
12,600/1,108,400 = 1.1%. Applying the above formula, the RSE of the proportion 
is:

8 Therefore, the SE for the proportion (29%) is 0.6 percentage points 
(=(29/100)X2.1). Therefore, there are about two chances in three that the 
proportion of females currently enrolled for a qualification was between 28.4% 
and 29.6%, and 19 chances in 20 that the proportion is within the range 27.8% to 
30.2%. 


DIFFERENCES 9 Published estimates may also be used to calculate the difference between 
two survey estimates (of numbers or percentages). Such an estimate is subject to 
sampling error. The sampling error of the difference between two estimates 
depends on their SEs and the relationship (correlation) between them. An 
approximate SE of the difference between two estimates (x—y) may be calculated 
by the following formula:

10. While this formula will only be exact for differences between separate and 
uncorrelated characteristics or subpopulations, it is expected to provide a good 
approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in this publication.

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GLOSSARY 


An apprentice is a person who has entered into a legal contract (called an 
indenture or contract of training) with an employer, to serve a period of training 
for the purpose of attaining tradesperson status in a recognised trade. In this 
survey apprentices are identified either by their occupation description or by 
their answering ‘yes’ to a question ‘whether an apprentice or not’. 


The ASCED is a new national standard classification which includes all sectors of 
the Australian education system; that is, schools, Vocational Education and 
Training and Higher education. From 2001, ASCED replaces a number of 
classifications used in administrative and statistical systems, including the ABSCQ. 
The ASCED comprises two classifications: Level of Education and Field of 
Education. See Australian Standard Classification of Education (ASCED), 2001 
(Cat. no. 1272.0). 


Survey responses are coded to Certificate not further defined (n.f.d.) when there 
is not enough information to code them to Certificate I, I, III or IV in the 
Australian Standard Classification of Education (ASCED), Level of Education 
classification. 


Any institution whose primary role is education. Included are schools, higher 
education establishments, colleges of technical and further education, public and 
private colleges, etc. Excluded are institutions whose primary role is not 
education, for example, hospitals. 


Persons who, during the reference week: 
= worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, commission or payment in kind, 
in a job or business or on a farm (comprising employees, employers and own 
account workers); or 
= worked for one hour or more without pay in a family business or on a farm 
(i.e. contributing family workers); or 
= were employees who had a job but were not at work and were: 
= away from work for less than four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week; or 
= away from work for more than four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week and received pay for some or all of the four week period to the end of 
the reference week; or 





= away from work as a standard work or shift arrangement; or 
= onstrike or locked out; or 
= on workers' compensation and expected to return to their job. 
=™ were employers or own account workers who had a job, business or farm, but 
were not at work. 


Field of Education is defined as the subject matter of an educational activity. It is 
categorised according to the Australian Standard Classification of Education 
(ASCED), Field of Education classification. 


Refers to the occupation of an apprentice and is classified to the Australian

Level of education is a function of the quality and quantity of learning involved in 
an educational activity. It is categorised according to the Australian Standard 
Classification of Education (ASCED), Level of Education classification.

Level of highest educational attainment identifies the highest achievement a 
person has attained in any area of study. It is not a measurement of the relative 
importance of different fields of study but a ranking of qualifications and other 
educational attainments regardless of the particular area of study or the type of 
institution in which the study was undertaken. See paragraphs 15 to 17 of the 
Explanatory Notes for how highest level is derived. 


Level not determined includes inadequately described responses or where no 
responses were given. 


Non-school qualifications are awarded for educational attainments other than 
those of pre-primary, primary or secondary education. They include qualifications 
at the Post Graduate Degree Level, Master Degree Level, Graduate Diploma and 
Graduate Certificate Level, Bachelor Degree Level, Advanced Diploma and 
Diploma Level, and Certificates I, II, HI and IV levels. Non-school qualifications 
may be obtained concurrently with school qualifications. 


Persons who were not in the categories ‘employed’ or ‘ unemployed’ as defined. 


Includes institutions or establishments that offer educational courses, such as 
industry skills centres, professional or industry associations, equipment/product 
manufacturer or supplier, and instances where insufficient information was 
available to determine the type of educational institution. 


Refers to persons enrolled for a course of study in the survey month (or persons 
who attended at any time during the previous calendar year) at an educational 
institution (as defined). 


Persons who were enrolled in a course of study at the survey date but were not 
enrolled at any time in the previous calendar year. 


A Technical and Further Education institution. In Victoria this may also be 
interpreted as Training and Further Education. 


Persons who were not employed during the reference week, and: 
= had actively looked for full-time or part-time work at any time in the four 
weeks up to the end of the reference week and: 
= were available for work in the reference week; or 
= were waiting to start a new job within four weeks from the end of the 
reference week, and could have started in the reference week if the job had 
been available then. 


An estimate of unemployed persons in any group expressed as a percentage of 
the labour force in the same group. 


Persons who applied to enrol for a course of study in an educational institution 
and who were unable to gain placement. Excludes persons who were studying at 
the time of the survey.
